The case in question, according to 
reports reaching Washington, was 
‘heard in. the British high court of jus- 
tice, King’s Bench division; in. London, 
and resulted in assessment against the 
German ship Cleopatra of a fine of 
£600 and éd6sts for having abotit fiinety 
gallons of spirits concealed in her 
bunker coal. The evidence indicated 
there was no intention to land the 

liquor on British soil. 

: The Cleopatra had come from Fin- 

land, and was en route to Antwerp 
whefe. it was indicated the hidden 
ligtgor Wie to be sént ashore. In his 
decision the lord chief justicé held 
“that it was immaterial whether the ‘ 
contraband was to have been taken to 
Antwerp or not,” and imposed the £600 
fine with costs “by way of warning 
to others.”

Britain was forbidden “ unless in ships 
of forty tons burden at least, and in 
casks or other vessels capable of con-

The spirits found in the Cleopatra’s 
bunkers was in bottles and tins, The 
court held that the presence of the 
liquor in British waters constituted 
“importation ” within the meaning of 
British law.

But in 1919 the 
Germans déstroyed and burned a half 
dozen dirigibles. Great Britain and 
France grabbed the rest, and a small 
semi-rigid was given to Italy. 

U. S&S. Demanded One Zeppelin. 

The United States demands that 
Germany construct at least one Zeppe- 
lin, according to the agreement. The 
construction was blocked for a couple 
of years, but was finally authorized, 
although the size of the ship to be 
built was reduced, and it was stipu- 
lated that it was to be a commercial 
airship. The United States army and 
navy engaged in a controversy as to 
who was to get the craft, but it was 
finally ruled that it would be given 
to the navy. 

Recently Gen. Mitchell.sent an army 
officer to Friedrichshafen to observe 
the construction of the dirigible, and 
he and others have been writing arti- 
cles in aviation magazines and army 
periodicals describing the ship.

They formed a cordon about the two 
boys, hiding them from the sight of 
the two blonde women. 

Mrs. McGinnis motioned to her coun- 
sel, Attorney Ninian Welch. “I*m so 
giad I’m free,” she mumbled. “I'd 
like to thank the jury. Can I?” 

Attorney Welch advised her to keep 
her seat and he thanked the twelve 
men on behalf of his clients. 

Myna, admitting that she had not 
slept for four nights, said, “And last, 
all night, I could hear in my ears thos¢ 
men talking us over. It was terrible. 
I'm awful sorry I had to shoot “ Mike” 
that night, but I had to do it to save 
my life, and to protect my sister’s.” 


Vote First on Myna. 


The decision which sent the flaxen 
haired twosome back to the commun- 
ity was not easily arrived at, accord- 
ing to Robert T. Poor, 623 North 
Euclid avenue, Oak Park, foreman of 
the jury. 

Four ballots were taken on the guilt 

of Myna, he said. Myna was chosen, 
he explained, because she had ad- 
mitted firing the fatal shot, and her 
atquittal meant almost automatic ac- 
quittal for the others.

| Different factors have produced that pleasant 
disappointment, such as the upturn in business 
and customs returns greater than were foreseen. 
But what we have to thank Mr, Harding for, if 


is his determined purpose to modernize the meth- 
ods of government expenditure and his insistence 
upon executive economy. 

Through the budgetary supervision established 
as a system by General Dawes and ably carried 
on by his successor as director of the budget, Gen. 
Lord, millions have been saved and will be saved 
so long as presidents support the director and his 
‘efforta persistently and whole heartedly as Mr. 
Harding has done. The result. has been thus far 
that our government business is being reorganized 
in conformity with principles essential to success 
in private business, but we can be certain that 
polities and bureaucratic tendencies will creep 
back. If future presidents are neglectful or weak, 
they will regain control. 

Our chief executives are never chosen because 
they are good executives, and a business con- 
science, when a president has ‘ore, is just good 
luck. Much will depena upon the American pub- 
lic’s reception of the suceess of Harding’s effort 
to economize and reorganize government on busi- 
ness lines. Economy is a4 virtue to which we pay 
perfunctory tribute. We kick becatsse taxes are 
high but we have very little interest in undra- 
matic measures to reduce’ them. ‘What we like is 
something spectacular, usually a political hocus 

The achievement in administrattve reform of 
Mr. Harding’s government is a substantial service 
to the nation, and Mr. Harding has reason to be 
proud of it, even if it is inadequately appreciated 
by his fellow’ citizens. * In fact it is the more hon- 
orable that it is a service which was not likely to 
return political dividends. 


COSTLY ECONOMY. 


John J. Sloan, president of. the board of local 
improvements, remains of the belief that his pro

But that benefit would be discounted by 
the increased congestion in South Water street 
itself, due to the necessity of all its traffic passing 
to and fro along it to two or three entrances and 
exits. 

The point of economy also has not been entirely 
justified. Mr. Sloan estimates his plan to cost 
$5,000,000. It is doubtful that it could be completed

out to a depth of nine feet it would senesaitate 
heavy expenditures to maintain these

Attorney General's 
Opinion Defied. 


Washington, D. C., June 23.— 
Controller General McCarl, whose 
authority in the disbursement of pub- 
lic funds has been challenged several! 
times by cabinet members and other 
officials, has informed President Har- 
ding that he regards his decisions as 
final, and appealable only to congress. 

The controller general's “ declara- 
tion of jurisdiction” came to light to- 
day in publication of monthly rulings 
by thw general accounting office. The 
statement bore directly on an opinion 
handed down in May by the attorney 
general's office, construing portions of 
the federal employés’ compensation 
act contrary to a decision by the con- 
troller general. 

Disagrees with Opinion. 

Barlier in thd’ day, Mrs. Bessie P. 
Brueggeman, chairman of the commis- 
sion, had announced that the com- 
pensation commission would “pay 
cases dealing with occupational dir- 


eases as formerly.” Mr. McCarl had 
held that such payments were to be 
made only in cases. where injuries 
were determinable in point of time. 
“The opinion of the attorney general 


as to matters regarding which he may 
with propriety express an opinion,” 
the letter said, “is entitled to most 
respectful consideration and great 
weight, but even such an opinion is 
advisory and lacks the furce of a judi- 
cla] determination.” 

“Broad discretion is vested in the 
employés’ compensation commission by 
the act creating it, but there is no 
power given the commission to disre- 
gard the provisions of the law in grant- 
ing awards or making payments of 
public funds To hold that, in the ex- 
amination of the commission's ac- 
counts, this office may not refuse 
credit for payments made in violation 
of law would be to disregard the clear 
intent of the law, make ineffectual the 
provision that the action of this office

DUSSELDORF, June 23.—While 
New York private banking houses are 
being pulled under by the German 
mark, banking houses in Germany are 
making money so rapidly they can 
bardly keep account of it. 

Selling marks for foreign values and 


are overjoyed at the decision to abolish sequestering the latter apparently is 


the main business today. -How long 
this can continue no one knows. But 
there is no reason why the Germans 
should check such a good thing any 
more than have the Russians, whose 


printing presses began turming cut 
their trillions in 1917 and are still at it. 

The internal value of the mark is 
much greater than the external value 
and the cost of production is way 


down. Labor and German raw mate- 
rial ig much cheaper than in America 
or Great Britain, while such raw mate- 
rial as the German manufacturers 
must import costs no more than it 
does American or British manufac- 
turers. ’ 
Sell for Foreign Vialaes. 

It must be remembered that German 
manufacturers have been selling 
abroad for foreign values. Of these 
they put a certain per cent back into 
business, but the greater part is kept 
safely in other countries. Why should 
the industrialists want to stabilize the 
mark? Why should the bankers want 
to stabilize fhe mark? Both are in the 
same boat of prosperity with all sails 
set. Deflation means small profits and 
many failures and they will not face it 
—yet. . 

The talk of stabilization. was fol- 
lowed by the latest reichsbank state- 
ment, showing that 1,500,000,000,000 
paper marks, or 15 per cent of the 
total note circulation, was issue last 
week. The same statement shows 
that 2,000,000,000,000 in treasury re- 
ceipts, or 20 per cent of the total, were 
discounted. 

1,500,000,000,000 Marks a Week. 
There were 1,500,000,000,000 marks 

in bank notes put into circulation last 
week. The total issue on Dec. 30 last 
was 1,280,000,000,000 marks. So in the 
one week the government distributed 
more currency than the total circula- 
tion up to Jan. 1. 

But despite this there are still per- 
sons who have not lost their faith 
in the mark. I know a German who 
last week took $1,000 and bought him- 
self a houseful of marks. Today these 
marks are worth $700. Can you beat 
it? 

Stinnes’ Austrian Plants Busy.

‘Washington, D. C., June 23.—A 
“stagdard bill of fare,” prepared by | 
the army quartermaster genera! for | 
the guidgnce of supply officers of ,the 
summer military training camps, shows 
that the 30,000 young men enrolied are 
to be fed at an average cost of 45 cents 
a day for staple foods, supplemented 
with extras and dainties up to 25 cents | 
additional each. | 

The standard ment’ worked out pro- 
vides more liberally than do army ra- 
tion tables, since the men to be fed 
will be between 17 and 24 years of age, 

“or in that period of life when they 
are completing their development and 
require normally more nourishment 
than mature men.” Typical menus for 
individual meals follow: 

BREAKFAST: Fresh fruit—<canta- 
loupe or berries—cereal—corn flakes 
and oatmeal; fried bacon and scram-

IN HIS OWN BUILDING 


All but One Law They 
O. K. Is Passed. 


The average real estate dealer proba- 
biy doesn’t know that “ there’s enough 
unwise legislation in Springfield to put 
all real estate brokers out of business.” 
This quote is from J. Soule Warter- 
field, business manager of the Chicago 
Real Estate board, and he adds; ‘‘and 
if they didn’t put ‘em all out directly, 
they’d make the commodity they dea! 
in so unattractive that they might as 
well go out of business.’’ : 

During the last session of the state 
general assembly 1,396 bills were intro- 
duced. Careful study of every one by 
the realtors’ legislative committee dis- 
closed that 100 affected real estate in 
some way, 

Steers Clear of Politics. 

Illinois realtors have a legislative 
committee headed by Col. Gilbert F. 
Woods, which has done much con- 
structive work towards protecting real 
estate interests. Politics have been 
avoided and senators and. congress- 
men have not been antagonized. They 
Have been supplied with facts about 
unwise bills and also authentic infor- 
mation about legitimate legislation. 
As a result every bill that has been 
condemned by the realtors’ committee 
has failed to pass. On the other hand, 
with one exception, every bill backed 
by the relators has been made a law. 

‘As an example of some of the pro- 
posed laws which would have worked 
}hardships on the realty profession and* 
‘the general public was & bili prohibit |. 
ing the issuing or selling of a mort- 
gage on real estate in excess of 60 per 
cent of the value of the property. This, | 
it was pointed out, practically would 
porns Bar the small home movement 
out jof business. 


May Have Hall of Records. 


Another bill prohibited any one but 
a lawyer from drawing up a contract 
or lease, Still another bill Which. was 
killed would have made any deal void 
unless every detail of the contract was 
in writing. 

,_ Among the many constructive real. 
estate laws enacted probably the one 
that appeals most to the imagination 
is the one authorizing Cook county 
to have a hall of records, Formerly 
the law compelled all records to be 
kept in the county building, which is 
much overcrowded. 

An appropriation bill was 
for the enforcement of the brokers’ 
license law. . 


Zoning Legislation Passed. 
/ The bill authorizing the appoint- 
ment of boards of appeal for zoning 
in various cities was passed. 

Bills were passed legalizing real es- 
tate agency corporations, which means 
brokers now can legally fdérm ‘a ‘cor- 
poration to conduct their business. 

One member of the Realtors’ Asso- 
ciation of Illinois will be on the state 
committee to evolve a better taxation 
system for Illinois. 

The only bill which didn’t pass was 
that licensing all mortgage bankers. 
it i understood this will be passed at

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APRON NEEDLEWORK BAGS. 
OMEN who like to knit will 
surely want one of these pret- 
ty and convenient apron bags 

‘ made to hold knitting. - The 
apron is made of one width of 36 
inch cretonne, surf satin, or any pre- 
ferred material. Cretonne would seem 
to be almost prettier than the surf 
satin, although ir some gaily colored 
emb design were put on the 
pocket of the apron, the result would 
be most satisfactory. 

One yard of material is all that is 
needed, and the apron should measure 
about 17 inches in length, and the ma- 
terial should be shaped across the top, 
so it will fit smoothly.

Across the bottom, you will see from 
the picture that the apron is shaped 
curving up towards the sides about 3 
inches. The pocket below the facing 
measures 14 or 16 inches; so that the 
pocket piece should be cut about 18 
inches deep, “This will allow for a one 
inch hem and a casing measuring % 


The casing is left open at the ends 
and through this are run two ribbons, 
finished with bows, so that when one 
wishes, the pocket can be pulled to- 


gether across the top. 


When not being used, fold the upper 
part down over the pocket, and it can 
be carried with very little trouble.

Ravinia Opera goes tonight into what Mr. Eckstein fanct 
fully calls its “ fourth linguistic dimension,” with the revival 
of “ Lohengrin”; for the opera will be sung in German—the 
first use of the language in the north shore’s~al fresco the- 
ater. When given in 1921 and again in 1922 English text 
was employed. Incidentally, “ Lohengrin” in those seasons 
proved to be one of the three or four most popular works ever 
put on in Ravinia.
